Scholarly Man of Action

HE Premier and the Deputy Premier of France have their offices in the 
Toa Matignon, a handsome eighteenth century building that fronts on 

the street and in the rear looks out on a private park and garden. An 
impressive entrance on the street gives onto a graveled courtyard. The rooms 
with their high ceilings are filled with portraits of the great kings and 
courtiers of the days of glory when France was carving out an empire. 


In this atmosphere of carefully tended 
grandeur Pierre Mendes-France looks sin- 
gularly out of place. It is just this parade 
of past glories—the dream of an age long 
gone—that the 47-year-old Premier has 
put aside. He is practical, quiet-spoken, 
intensely hard working with very little 
bombast or show about him. And no one 
would accuse him of looking even faintly 
like the be-wigged and be-ribboned cour- 
tiers whose portraits look down from the 
corridors of the Matignon. 


Mendes-France is plain almost to the 
point of ugliness, his conspicuous feature 
being his eyes with their intense black 
depth. He wears suits of hard-finish 
worsted that seem to have the practical 
resistant quality of the man. While he ap- 
pears to be preoccupied, there is little or 
nothing that escapes his attention.

For weeks and months the terrorism 
in Tunisia has been growing. Without 
drastic change it would soon go the 
way of Indochina, the upsurge of a long 
suppressed people becoming irresistible 
and uncontrollable no matter what the 
amount of force applied.

While the Press Dozed 

The best-kept secret in Washington through 
the eight months of the current congressional 
session has been the enactment of the Welker 
press registration bill. Indeed the secret of this 
legislation was so well guarded that the bill 
was signed by President Eisenhower July 29— 
11 days ago. So the Associated Press reported 
Saturday in reply to a Post-Dispatch query! 

This new law, which requires the registration 
of all printing presses and duplicating machines 
of organizations blacklisted by the Attorney 
General, was sponsored by Republican Senator 
Herman Welker of Idaho. Senator Welker said 
his purpose was to enable authorities in Wash- 
ington to keep track of the propagandizing fa- 
cilities of “subversive” groups. 

Any registration by the Federal Government 
of printing facilities, whatever their use, is 
a potential threat to freedom of the press and 
yet the Welker bill slipped through the Senate, 
Juné 1. We say “slipped through” because, ac- 
cording to Editor & Publisher, weekly magazine 
of journalistic news, the bill was passed “without 
debate and without publicity.” 

Then, on July 19, the measure passed the 
House, “also without debate.” Nowhere, re- 
ported Editor & Publisher, could it “find any 
record of either House of Congress or their 
committees giving consideration to the bill's 
threatened breach of the First Amendment.” 

Editor & Publisher, whose editorials are writ- 
ten by Robert U. Brown, put admirably the case 
for a veto by President Eisenhower: 


One of the biggest threats of the Commu- 
nist party to our way of life in this country 
is that we will be frightened into curtailing 
our .basic freedoms in the mistaken belief 
that we are curbing Communist activities. 

We should know from history and experi- 
ence that more laws on our books will not 
suppress the hard core of Communists. Ob- 
servance of laws of a nation to which they 
give no allegiance is not in their code. 

Therefore, we should be alert, more than 
we are now, to the dangers of doing the 
Communists’ work for them—tearing down 
our structure of freedom in the mistaken 
belief that we are protecting ourselves. 

Registration of equipment with the Gov- 
ernment is a philosophy foreign to our dem- 
ocratic principles. Registration of printing 
presses was one of the things the framers of 
our Constitution tried to guard against. It is 
too close to licensing of the press. 


But the bill was already as good as signed 
and if anything had been sent out from Wash- 
ington by the Associated Press, United Press 
or International News Service we have yet to 
see it. The issue of Editor & Publisher calling 


. for the veto was dated two days after the 


President signed the bill into law. 

The current issue of Time magazine, dated 
Aug. 9, reports the Welker bill was “in the 
White House last week.” Under the heading 
“Registered Presses?,” Time quotes the July 31 
Editor & Publisher editorial, but says nothing 
about the signing of the measure by the Presi- 
dent and its consequent enactment into law. 

The American préss needs to weep no tears 
over the printing facilities of subversive groups; 
the sooner they break down the better. But our 
editurs and publishers need to be aware of laws, 
however well-intentioned, that can lead to the 
regimentation of the American press. 

The Welker Act calls for searching study by 
the American Society of Newspaper Editors, the 
American Newspaper Publishers Association, the 
American Civil Liberties Union and all other 
groups that concern themselves with freedom 
of expression in the United States. 
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.-A Waste of Money 

The high cost which Missouri has paid for 
school segregation is documented in the St. 
Louis American with reference to the Lincoln 
University law school here. The board of cura- 
tors has announced that the school will close 
after the next school year., 

As the St. Louis American puts it; ‘For a pos- 
sible five students the sum of $52,760 is to be 
spent oh'a project already declared dead!” 

Most of the figures cited by the American can 
be found in the state’s Official Manual, or “blue 
book.”” The law school has seven teachers and 
two assistants with a payroll of $39,460 a year, 
plus $8000 rental for a building and other ex- 
penses. The faculty is not large enough to serve 
a first-class law school. Yet the school has for 
the most part had more teachers than graduat- 
ing students each year. Next year there may be 
a larger faculty than student body. 

This tiny school has been operated for 15 
years at considerable cost to the state, merely 
to support the “separate but equal” doctrine of 
racial education which the Supreme Court has 
now thrown out. Missouri no longer needs the 
Lincoln University law school, and nobody 

should mourn its passing away with other forms 
of segregation. The only question now is why the 
state should delay the burial for a year, and add 
another $52,000 to the cost of the funeral. 
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Good Work in Tennessee 
The overwhelming renomination of Estes 
Kefauver in Tennessee—the vote was around 
400,000 to 175,000—has done two good things. 
It has virtually assured a second six-year term 
for one of the most valuable men in Congress. 
It has eliminated Congressman Pat Sutton who 


gave up his House seat to run against Senator | 


Kefauver in the Democratic primary. 

Reports from Tennessee had it that quite a 
lot of outside money flowed into the state in 
behalf of Mr. Sutton’s helicopter and TV-radio 
campaigning. Why was not made too clear, but 
Mr. Sutton, who has been a lightweight in the 
House, sponsored legislation to permit interstate 
transportation of slot machines. He also unsuc- 
cessfully sponsored an immigration bill presum- 
ably designed to help foreign-born racketeers. 
Such congressional interests stand in sharp con- 
trast to the senatorial inquiry into political tie- 
ups with crime sponsored and led by Kefauver. 

And so Tennessee voters have kept a good 
man and eliminated a poor one. Would that 47 
other states might do as well in 1954!

Bricker’s on the March Again 

Ohio’s Republican Senator Satihe ‘oom seems to 
believe that he has discovered a BIG issue, and 
he is not dropping it. The issne, of course, is 
his proposed constitutional amendment to “pre- 
vent the sovereignty of the Constitution of the 
United States from being undermined by trea- 
ties and executive agreements.” 

After taking up an unconscionable amount of 
the Senate’s time, this amendment—which would 
thoroughly handcuff the President and thé Sec- 
retary of State in the conduct of foreign affairs 
—was rejected } asinye: in the session. Compro- 
mise versions no better. Boe now Sena- 
tor Bricker is the amendment, 
streamlined by all the “best” proposals, he says, 
which were made during the debate. 

More considerate now of the Senate's time, 
he says that the real fight for Tits adoption “to 
the satisfaction of the overwhelming majority of 
the American people” will not ‘until the 
next session convenes. But in meantime it 
may provide the basis for many a campaign 
speech by Bricker-minded can (The 
Senator's own term does not | + until 1959.) 

There is a superficial réasonablehess about 
the Bricker proposal. It suggests that the Presi- 
dent might use treaties as a devious device for 
rewriting much of our federal and state law— 
and what's worse, to bring it into accord with 
various vague foreign ideologies. In fact, it is 
an attack on the United Nations as much as it 
is on the President. 

The United States has operated under the 
present treaty provisions since the adoption of 
the Constitution. This trial by time suggests 
that no changes are in order. But by ignoring 
our total national experience and talking, in- 
stead, about vague risks and threats, Senator 
Bricker and those who go along with him can 
scare some Americans into an alarmed desire 
to make a wreck of the machinery by which 
foreign policy has been so long conducted. 

We trust, however, that they will not be near- 
ly numerous enough to keep the Bricker amend- 
ment, in its new version from going just where 
its original properly went—into the wastebasket. 
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Sending Forth a Dove 


Mel Steen of the Missouri Conservation Com- 
mission’s fish and game division is “burned up” 
by new federal regulations on dove shooting. 
Mr. Steen suspects that Washington is favoring 
Texas again, this time in the matter of hunting. 

The dove shooting limit this year is eight 
birds a day and eight in possession. This is 
two less than in 1946, yet Mr. Steen says Mis- 
souri has the largest dove population ever re- 
ported. And while the September hunting sea- 
son for this state has been extended to Oct. 5, 
long before that most of the doves will have 
flown off to Texas, where Texas hunters will 
have a better crack at them than Missourians. 

Now we recognize that dove hunting is a risky 
public issue. It is safer to take it straddling a 
fence, no gum in hand. Noah, after all, sent 
forth a dove which returned to the ark with an 
olive leaf. Since then there have been those 
who saw: the dove as a bird of love and peace, 
and those who saw it as difficult shooting and 
good eating. There are those who hear a doye 
as a sighing summer note, and those who hear 
it as a flutter of wings from a rustling cornfield. 

But dove hunting is one of the facts of life in 
southerly parts of this nation. And that being so, 
our position is that not all policies and flyways 
should lead to Texas. Missouri nurtures the 
doves, feeds and raises them and sends them 
off only for a sunny winter's vacation. They 
are Missouri doves as much as anybody’s.

Something with the strong pres a of oo cothtine 
syrup was ladied out by, Chairman Lewis L. 
Strauss of the Atomic Energy Commission to 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars convention in 
Philadelphia.

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Decision to Establish a Joint 
Continental Air Command Is a 
Long Step in Defense of US. 


But It Leaves Unresolved the Problems of 
What to Do About Disaster Relief in 
Atomic Attack, Threats From Seaward 
and Unified Internal Security.

HE decision to establish a joint Continental Air Defense 
Command in September jis a long first step toward a suitable 
organization for continental United States defense. Whereas 
in the past the Army, Navy and Air Force each had responsibility 
for certain parts of the air defense organization, and co-ordinated 
their activities, the new command will make one man, Gen. 
Benjamin W. Chidlaw, responsible for all phases of air defense 


in the continental United States. 


Chidlaw is responsible to the 
apres Si the Air Force, who 
in turn is designated as the ex- 
ecutive agent of the Secret 
of Defense. This chain of com- 
mand is similar to that of the 
overseas unified and specific 
commands. 

This important and __long- 
awaited decision is only a first 
step because it leaves unresolved 
and subject to the uncertainties 
of service co-operation three 
other problems of continental 
United States defense. 

These are: 

1. A unified military organi- 
zation and plans for disaster re- 
lief in case of atomic attacks; 

2. A unified organization for 
seaward defense against subma- 
rines, ship-launched guided mis- 
siles and other seaward threats; 


and, 

3. A unified organization of 
the military's responsibility for 
internal security, such as guard- 
ing critical installations against 
sabotage. 

It.is also necessary to perfect 
the arrangements with Canada 
for combined operation of Ca- 
nadian and United States air 
defense organizations. 

New Type of Organization. 

The new command is a new 
type of joint organization. In & 
“unified” command the com- 
mander gives his orders to the 
commanders of the three serv- 
ices or to subordinate unified 
commands. In the “joint” Conti- 
nential Air Defense Command, 
there will be a joint staff at 
the top, but the subordinate 
commands will not have joint 
' staffs and the chain of command 
is down through Air Force 
channels. oe Air Force will 
thus have irect operational 
command of Army and Navy 


from the Navy and the Navy 
does not agree? The Navy might 
feel that the expenditure would 
detract from more important 
construction programs or dis- 
agree with the numbers that 
are asked for.

Other changes sought by | 
many scientists are more funda- | 
mental. Here are two of the | 
most important being urged by | 
the Federation of American Sci- | 
entists: | 
1. Abandon the premise that | 
“the more demanding the stand- 
ards of personal conduct, the 
better are the national interests 
served.” This would involve 
chiefly a strictly limited defini- 
tion of a security risk, under 
which clearance would be with- 
held only when an individual “‘is | 
demonstrably disloyal to our 
Constitution, clearly indiscreet 
in his protection of classified 
matters, dishonest or susceptible 
to coercion to treason.”

2. Guarantee to scientific con- 
sultants, as free citizens, the 
right of dissent, even after an 
administrative decision has been 
made, since dissent is not only 
“a proper individual right” but 
also “absolutely indispensable 
to any searching examination of 
evidence.”

VANCOUVER, B.C., Aug. 7 
(UP)—Dr. Roger Bannister over- 
took World Record-Holder John 
Landy in the final 200 yards 


day to win the “mile of the cen- 
tury” at the British Empire 
Games in 3:58.8, second fastest 
time in history. 


It was the third time that the 
four-minute barrier had been 
broken, and it was the second 
time that Bannister had accom- 
nt the foot-racing miracle. 

owever, his time was eight- 
tenths of a second slower than 
the world record of 3:58 set by 
Landy, a curly-haired Australian, 
at Turku, Finland, last June 21. 
. Bannister, the 25-year-old 
Briton who became a doctor only 
last month, was the first man 
ever to break the four-minute 
barrier. He ran the distance in 
3:59.4 at Oxford May 6. 


Landy Sets Early Pace. 


The studious-looking Briton 
let Landy set the pace most of 
the way. He took over the lead 
as they made the turn for home 
on the final quarter-mile lap 
and finished five yards ahead of 
Landy, with Rich Ferguson of 
Toronto, the United States col- 
legiate two-mile champion from 
the University of Iowa, a distant 
third in the eight-man field. 

Bannister appeared to collapse 
into the arms of a group of per- 
sons crowded around the finish 
line. But he broke away and 
ran up to Landy to embrace the 
tall Australian. ° 

Landy took the lead soon 
after the starting gun. William 
Baillie of New Zealand jumped 
in front for the first few yards, 
but Landy charged out ahead 
half-way through the first lap 
and held that position until the 
final turn of the last lap. Then 
Bannister, who had carefully 
gauged his pace about 10 yards 
behind Landy, forged to the 
front and slowly drew away. 

A crowd of 35,000, ineluding 
the Duke of Edinburgh, cheered 
the two powerfully striding men 
as they raced in tandem down 
the final 100 yards. Millions of 
fans also watched the race on 
television throughout the United 
States and Canada. 

Landy, the 24-year-old Aus- 
‘ tralian agricultural student who 

traveled half-way around the

supremacy, was clocked in 3:59.6 
—eight-tenths of a second slower 
} than Bannister. Each runner 


now has broken four minutes 
for the mile twice this year.

Pathologists Ruled That. Great-Grandson of Montgomery Ward 
Founder Died of Pneumonia, but Others Still Ask Unanswered 
Questions About Last Days of Monty Thorne —Estate Fight Looms

Today the youth is dead. The 
girl who sent him the Valentine, 


his mother, his close friends and _ 


a large and colorful array of 
other people—most of them high- 
ly artic confused 
about the decidedly strange cir- 
cumstances of his death. The 
confusion continues even though 
expert pathologists decided, after 
a lengthy and more than some- 
what public wrangle involving a 


full cast of medical experts and 
Chicago officials, that death was 
due to pneumonia. There is fur- 
ther confusion about the uncon- 
ventional life which the youth 
led. And due to start shortly— 
and perhaps last for years—is a 
court fight over his estate. 


For the youth was Montgom- 
ery Ward Thorne, no ordinary 
young man. His estate also isn't 
ordinary. Estimates are that it 
will antount to $2,500,000 which 
alone would be reason enough for 
a court fight over his two wills. 


The first left his money to his 
mother. The second gave her a 
much smaller share and made 
his girl friend, 18-year-old Mau- 
reen Ragen, the’ principal lega- 
tee. Maureen was to get a half 
of Monty’s estate, her mother 
was to get a quarter share. Mon- 
ty’s mother and an aunt were 
each to get an eighth. Thus 
did Monty price his affections 
when he drew his last will nine 
days before the death which, ac- 
according to some witnesses, he 
may have been expecting. 

To a degree, Thorne’s back- 
ground foreshadowed the tur- 
bulence of his brief life. His 
foftune and his name came from 
‘a giant Chicago mail order house.

Thus in a productive 
year the net may be around $200; an important item in the 
budget of the farm family. In a drouth year, however, you 
lose both your labor and the value of the produce which 
must then be bought at the store. So the loss amounts to 
$800 in work and cash at a time when both are vitally im- 
portant.

The 
moonshiners had vanished into the hills. ’ 
The “cupcake still” was a small incident in what is fast 


becoming a large national problem. 


It’s the problem of boot- 


legging and moonshining. Some authorities believe that the 
national production of illegal alcohol is now running as high as 
30,000,000 proof gallons a year. By the most conservative esti- 
mate, at least 20,000 outlaw operators are now engaged in turning 
out “white lightnin’,” “popskull,” “tiger blood” and other ‘no- 


name brands of bootleg booze. 


In 1952, the last year for which complete figures are avail- 
able, Federal, state and local authorities seized 20,694 stills. 
Federal agents alone seized 10,685. These, moreover,'are just the 
known stills. The real size of the bootleg business is anybody's 


guess. 

About 80 per cent of the na- 
tion's illegal alcohol flows from 
an li-state bootleg belt which 
lies south of the Ohio river and 
east of the Mississippi. Four 
states—Alabama, Florida, Geor- 
gia and South Carolina—account 


tion. 

Federal still seizures have in- 
creased 65 per cent since 1946. 
Moreover, the average size of il- 
licit stills has more than dou- 
bled in the same period. Mash 
seizure, one index of still size, 
has increased 137 per cent. 

Look behind this last figure 
and you'll find the story which 
has cropped up increasingly in 
larger cities. It’s the story of 
giant industrial stills which 
pump out illegal alcohol at the 
rate of 1000 gallons or more 
a day. 

This kind of bootlegging is a 
multimillion-dollar racket. Most 
of it is concentrated in the 
northeast. In the New York- 
New Jersey-Pennsylvania area, 
federal agents are now seizing 
the big gang-operated stills at 
the rate of about one a month. 

Big still operations follow an 
almost uniform pattern. The 
bootleggers use sugar as the 
base product, rather than grain, 
and distill the alcohol at about 
180 proof. A gallon of this al- 
most pure alcohol is cut to two 
gallons of 90 proof before it 
reaches the consumer, 


x * 
OOTLEG alcohol can be pro- 
duced for about $2 a gallon. 
It's sold for $5 to $6 a gallon 

at the still. Add up those figures 

and you'll know why the bootleg 
business is booming. 

Sometimes the product is doc- 
tored up to pass for legal liquor, 
but usually it’s peddiled as-is to 
the “juice joints” and “king 
kong clubs” along slum row. 

9 Baan industry spokesmen 
say that there are 500 to 1000 
such bootleg outlets in New 
York City alone. Whether that 
figure is correct, it stands to 
reason that there are outlets 
enough. Bootleggers don’t make 
the stuff to pour it on the 
ground. 

T. D. Buckley, chief of the 
Federal Government’s Alcohol 
and Tobacco Tax Division en- 
forcement branch in New York, 
traces the crime pattern which 
lies behind big-time bootleg 
operations.

The Mind of Samuel Morse 


By Howard Derrickson 


MERICA’S LEONARDO, as an early biographer called artist- 
inventor Samuel Finley Breese Morse, was in fact superla- 
tively endowed with a third talent, that of the vigorous 


self-promoter, 


Da Vinci,. too, could press a claim to recognition 


when necessary, but Oliver Larkin’s readable new study of the 
mind of Morse and his turbulent times makes one think no 
gentler genius could have succeeded against the cutthroat com- 


petition that the telegraph’s 


inventor thrived on. The book, 


published by Little, Brown & Co., runs to 215 pages and costs 
$3. Its fitle is “Samuel F. B. Morse and’ American Democratic 


Art.” 

Prof. Larkin, a member of the 
Smith College faculty for 30 
years, won the 1950 Pulitzer 
prize in history with his “Art 
and Life in America.” That 
book’s central theme, formative 
influences at work between the 
nation’s art and its way of life, 
receives illuminating extension 
through this fresh consideration 
of the career of a many-faceted 
individual, 


But Larkin rides no hobbies. 
He glosses over no ugly or con- 
tradictory aspects of his sub- 
ject’s character or of the agi- 
tated milieu in which he strug- 


gled. 

Morse, Larkin shows, was an 
adept politician and pamphleteer 
who founded the National Acad- 
emy of the Arts of Design to 
combat the pauperizing of artists 
by unfeeling men of wealth; but 
Morse also perverted his pres- 
tige to the bigoted ends of nativ- 
ism and anti-Catholicism. 

He was a New England preach- 
er’s son, yet lacked the Christian 


proclaiming his benefactions of 
mankind. A Copperhead during 
the Civil War, Morse was an un- 
scientific scientist who assumed 
racial superiority of whites and 
even tried to read holy sanction 
of slavery into the Bible. 
x* * * 

MOST REPREHENSIBLE in 
his biographer’s eyes were his 
personal relationships. Morse 
made it a practice to win his 
point whether he was right or 
not. “The meanest action of a 
lifetime,” writes Prof. Larkin, 
was Morse’s “unjust and abusive 
pamphlet” denying credit to 
Prof. Joseph Henry, mild and 
generous Princeton scientist, on 
whose discoveries Morse’s inven- 
tion of the telegraph was based. 

Morse had had a desultory in- 
terest in electrical experimen- 
tation since his days at Yale. 
Though he disparaged portrai- 
ture as an art, he was driven 
by the need of money to become 
an aggressive itinerant portrait- 
ist. He was a seasoned veteran 
of the art world’s immemorial 
jungle warfare for commissions 
and honors when he abruptly

HE POURED his impetuous 
volatile energies and his graphic 
and verbal skills into promotion 
of his primitive invention over 
the needlessly complicated riv- 
als already in existence. World- 
wide recognition and ample 
monetary reward were ultimate- 
ly his, though only after ex- 
tensive financial maneuvering, 
bitter controversy and litigation. 

A prime factor in his success 
was his invention’s extreme sim- 
plicity. . Larkin leaves a doubt 
in the reader’s mind whether 
the next»most potent factor was 
Morse’s innate urge to self- 
expression and fulfillment or 
the drive he developed from an 
abiding sense of having been 
cheated of his rightful career as 
an artist. 

Most surprising to the general 
reader may be Larkin’s evalua- 
mn of Morse as artist. At 
least three of his considerable 
output of 300 paintings are 
among the finest portraits ever 
produced in America, Larkin as- 
serts. In portraiture this ap- 
praisal mentions Morse along 
with Thomas Sully and Gilbert 
Stuart. Morse’s panoramic 
“House of Representatives” is 
rated “an American document 
of the first importance.” 

x * * 

MORSE’S “LOUVRE,” an in- 
terior suggesting grandeur of 
many a masterpiece despite re- 
duced scale and detail, recalls 
the similar work of David 
Teniers and is termed a tour de 
force of which no contemporary 
American was capable. This 
highly acclaimed canvas was sold 
at half price to promote the tele- 
graph. 

Morse’s limitations and a hint 
as to the cause of his change 
in careers are best seen in his 
“Lafayette,” the most highly 
coveted commission in America 
when it was awarded in 1825. 
Even then the over-dramatic 
pose and trite sunset sky were 
in obsolescent fashion, “a last 
echo of the age of mavnelde and 
wrence,”

This would result in the dry- 
ing up of the American Falls. 
Then, as the erosion con- 
tinued, after an unpredictable 
number of years, the Cana- 
dian Falls will decline in 
height until it is nothing 
more than a turbulent rapids. 
Other geologists take a 
brighter view. They point out 
the rate of erosion is decreas- 
ing and in time probably can 
be controlled by man. 

The rush of water over 
the falls acts in two ways. It 
erodes the hard limestone 
river bed at the crest, and it 
eats away the softer shale 
and sandstone at the base of 
the falls. It was probably the 
latter type of erosion which 
caused he most recent dent 
in the American Falls when 
Prospect Point and a portion 
of the crest collapsed.

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How | Conquered 
My Deafness

CHICAGO. 
LOVE TO GO to the opera. Maybe that 
sounds odd, coming from a man who 
has been stone deaf for 37 years. But 

I know all the arias, I can read the lips of 
the singers and I can follow the action, 
since I still have my eyes. And I have an 
advantage over other operagoers. If the. 
tenor is sour, they still have to listen; but 
I always hear Caruso. 

I think my deafness has been as much 
a blessing to me as a handicap. When I 
lost my hearing after my plane was shot 
down in World War I, I could have re- 
treated from the world and brooded. Cer- 
tainly it was a rude jolt. But it didn’t take 
me long to find out that a motor can miss 
on one cylinder and still do a good job. So 
I thought: Why not a human being? 

The news that I was to live out my life 
in a soundiess world completely changed 
my pattern of thinking. I had a deeper ap- 
preciation of the senses that remained; I 
was more than ever determined that I 
wouldn’t be held down. After 37 years of 
what the rest of the world would call 
“being handicapped,” I can say that there 
is no such thing as a handicap—uniess it's 
a lack of courage. 

Courage every deaf person needs, be- 
cause he must tackle a formidable enemy: 
himself, Many deaf persons are sensitive 
almost to the point of a persecution com- 
plex. A dinner guest turns his head to talk 
to the woman at his elbow; immediately 
the thought flashes through the deaf per- 
son’s mind, “They're talking about me.” 
If the woman laughs, there is a chill 
around the heart and the feeling, “They're 
laughing at_me because I'm deaf.” 

Like every deaf person, I felt these 
twinges and stabs of pain at first. Then I 
took stock of myself. In conversation, my 


head swiveled quite a bit, but it wasn’t : 


because I was deliberately turning my 
back on someone to exchange gossip about 
them. It was a perfectly natural move- 
ment. The feeling of being the butt of 


. jokes ebbed away. 


Once I had a good grip on myself, the 


Da i 


next step was to learn to hear again. By 
that I mean lip-reading. Those. who think 
lip-reading a kind of black magic are 
badly misled. It’s long, it’s tedious, but 
it’s rewarding in the end. I can compare 
it best to learning to type—the lessons don't 
take too long, but the practice goes on 
forever. Today I can lip-read in five lan- 
guages. 

In business, being without my hearing 
has never thrown me for a loss. An attor- 
ney once worked with me for two days 
before I missed something he said. Then 
I told him I was deaf. He was astounded. 

“I’m going back and tell my partners,” 
he said, “that I worked with a fellow who 
was deaf as a post—but a heck of a long 
Way from being dumb!” 


Don’t Play for Sympathy 
N YOU GeT that kind of respect, 
UY) you feet that the whole battle has 
been worthwhile. Of course, I don’t 
mean using deafness as a crutch, or a play 
for sympathy. No person in his right mind 
wants sympathy. I’ve never asked more 
than to be treated like everyone else, 
without pity and without bumbling heip- 
fulness. I think I can take care of myself, 
in business or anywhere else. | 

To those of you who are blessed with 
normal hearing: If you want to help a 
deaf person, talk as quietly, slowly and 
intelligibly as you can. But don’t make 
him conscious of your help. That. 
to all the “handicapped.” Tell the blind 
man, “There are three steps here,” but 
don’t lead him. 

There are millions more like me-in this 
country. There are many, many more who 
are losing their hearing, but won't admit 
it. My advice to them is: Face up to it. 


Then adapt your life to fit the situation - 


—it’s not half so difficult as you think! 
I have a happy family, a devoted wife 


and a successful business life. I swim, - 


hunt, fish, dance, drive a car, fly a plane. 

I can answer—and mean 
it sincerely:

For the little man. with the odd last 
name is a big-time racketeer, a four-time 
loser, a key figure in the organized under- 
world. Sent to Washington by the so- 


enterprises. 

Incredibly, for eight years Olf kept on 
intimate terms with Washington lawmak- 
ers. They flocked to his parties, drank his 
liquor, lounged in his $30-a-day suite, bor- 
rowed his phone for long-distance calls. 

One Midwest congressman even played 
errand-boy for Olf and contrived to get a 
confidential Kefauver crime report for 
him. Later, cash “loans” were traced from 


$60,000 from underworld czar Frankie 
Costello to influence legislation. And word 
got around that Olf was good for a fat 
campaign contribution to any congress- 
man who would do his bidding. 


The only contribution ever traced back — 


to him was an advertisement which ap- 
peared in the printed program at a polit- 
ical rally, held October 5, 1952, in 
Maryland’s Fifth Congressional District.
